We 
do not say that it ought not to have: been 
undertaken. We do not say that it ought 
to be abandoned now: at this stage the 
British Government could not afford to 
make such a confession of defeat. We 
believe, however, that Lord Balfour's 
visit will not have been made in vain if 
it leads the British people and the Jewish 
race to appreciate the problems that must 
be solved if the experiment is to be, as 
successful as both desire.

Motoring Holidays.

The ending of the political crisis in 
France is a slow matter, and it is quite 
possible that it will be closed only by a 
dissolution, with an appeal to the con- 
stituencies. In any event. it is expected 
that a dissolution will follow very shortly, 
if M. Briand should accept the invitation 
to form a Government. It is said that he 
differs from the President of the French 
Republic as to the wisdom of „forming a 
Government from the’ Socialist majority 
in the Chamber, but is anxious to have a 
Cabinet generally representative of the 
leading parties in the Chamber, with the 
majority Socialists predominating. By 
doing this, he would be able to include M. 
Herriot, M. Loucheur, and other well- 
known leaders. His problem, however, is 
to get the Socialists to work with him. 
It was rather expected here this afternoon 
that M. Briand would accept the invita- 
tion of the President to-day, that he 
would form a Government, and fall from 
power within a fortnight. 


A Socialist Prophet. 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald may be proud 
of himself as a prophet, says the writer of 
a London Diary in the Frening Standard 
to-day’; for at a Press luncheon in Geneva 
last September he predicted that within 
six months or. so he and his two col- 
leagues, M. Herriott and M. Theunis, 
would be out of office. The Belgian and 
the French Premiers have both resigned 
within a month of Mr. Macdonald's timo. 
limit. The British Prime Minister went 
on to suggest that he and M. Herriot, 
both journalists by profession, might 
become joint editors of an international 
newspaper, for which M. Theunis, a noted 
banker, might put up the funds. 


The stern discipline now imposed. by

ARABIAN FIGHTING. 


EVACUATION OF HODEIDA. 


. : ADEN, Monday 

_ According to the latest news from the | 
Yemen, the Idrisi commandant of the garrison | 
of Hodeida evacuated that port on March 
27th. with the civil Governor and the troops, 
and left the town temporarily in charge of 
the head Sheikh of the neighbouring Arab 
tribe, pending the arrival of the representa- 
tive of the Zaidi Iman Yehia of Sanaa from 
Bajil . 

The Idrisi commandant left with the troops 
of the Emil Sevvid Ali-Kdrisi, of Abu Arish 
and Sabia, for Jizan, in dhows, but before his 
departure from Hodeidas he is said to have 
sent 90.000 silver Maria Theresa dollars, saved 
from the revenue. to Jizan by sea. 

It is also reported on trustworthy authority 
that the Seyyid Hadi A! Haig, the 
Sheikh of the Wayidat tribe. who is in 
alliance with the Iman Yehia, has taken 
possession of Suk Sabl, twenty miles inland 
from Medi on the coast, forty-five miles south 

Jizan, and that Medi ts expected to 
Surrender very soon. If this is true it means 
that the Bani Marvan, the chief tribe of that
